17 MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows:

16 () A child under the age of 15 years may not stand in aroadway,
17 median divider, or intersection to solicit money or donations of any kind from the
18 occupant of a vehicle; and

19 (i) An adult may not cause, encourage, alow, or petition a child
20 under the age of 15 yearsto stand in aroadway, median divider, or intersection to
21 solicit money or donations of any kind from the occupant of a vehicle.

22 (2 A child under the age of 15 years may not be found guilty or

23 adjudicated delinquent for a violation of paragraph (1)(i) of this subsection if an adult
24 caused, encouraged, alowed, or petitioned the child in violation of paragraph (2)(ii) of
25 this subsection.

26 (G) A PERSON WHO VIOLATES SUBSECTION (D) OF THIS SECTION ISGUILTY OF
27 A MISDEMEANOR AND ON CONVICTION:

28 (1) FOR A FIRST OFFENSE, IS SUBJECT TO A FINE OF $500;
29 2 FOR A SECOND OFFENSE, IS SUBJECT TO A FINE OF $700; AND
30 (3) FOR A THIRD OR SUBSEQUENT OFFENSE, IS SUBJECT TO A FINE OF

31 $1,000 OR IMPRISONMENT FOR NOT LESS THAN 4 CONSECUTIVE WEEKENDS NOR
32 MORE THAN 12 CONSECUTIVE WEEKENDS OR BOTH.
